SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Seventeen Special 14 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes and promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. The presentation of women in the video recording highlights youthful 
characteristics in conjunction with explicit depictions of sexual activity intended to 
sexually arouse the viewer. Although it is likely that the female participants are in their 
late teens or early twenties, the viewer is given significant encouragement to think of 
them as young persons. This intent is signalled in the publication’s title and 
accentuated by the participants' colourful casual teenage clothing and accessories. 

The age-related term "Seventeen" is placed before the viewer in every scene on 
headbands and T-shirts. The publication validates the idea that young females are 
desirable sexual partners. Two trailers that follow the feature depict urination in a 
sexual context. The acts of urination presented are given a sexual meaning by their 
placement in a series of sexual images, and are presented for the sexual arousal of 
the viewer, thus legitimising the use of urine as a sexual practice. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
